is conveyed from the heart by the arteries, 
to all, even the minuteſt parts of the body; 
from thence being brought back again by 
the veins, and collected in the ſinus venoſus, 


it is protruded into the right or ſuperior au- 
ricle and ventricle; from the right ventricle 


of the heart it is forced into the pulmonary 
artery, and after circulating through, and

extremely well fitted to act in this manner 
upon the heart, from its compoſition, heat,

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From the irritation then communicated 
3 to the ventricles of the heart, and the diſ- 
tention of it's cavities by the blood, each of

6. To the circulation of the blood 
rightly and æquably performed, we are in- 
debted for life, health, and at laſt a gradual 
decay or old age. But if by any means the 
blood in its rotatory motion ſhould be impeded 

or diſturbed, it will become the fruitful 
cauſe and mother of diſeaſes and death. So 
Jong as the blood and humours are circulated 


through the ducts and canals of the body, an 
animal will live; but no ſooner does the cir- 
culation ceaſe and become extinguiſhed, than 


death ſucceeds to life. If the circulation thro? 
every part ſhould be performed freely, æqua-

From what * been above obſerved,

which is owing either to an irritation in the 
encephalon itſelf, or upon ſome other part of 
the nervous ſy tem; alſo to paſſions of the 
mind ; to inanition, or an emptineſs of the 
veſſels from profuſe evacuations; or to a 
weakneſs and laxity of the nervous and muſ- 
_ cular ſyſtems, 


Spaſmodic complaints are ſometimes at- 
tended with pain, at others not. 


A ſpaſmodic is to be diſtinguiſhed from an 
inflammatory pain by an attention to the pulſe, 
and the nature and effects of the pain itſelf : 
The pulſe in an inflammation. is always 
- quicker than natural, and generally full, hard 
and tenſe ; the pain likewiſe is æquable, 
throbbing, and unremitting: but in a ſpaſ- 
modic affection the pulſe is often a natural 

one, and the pain is mitigated at ſhort in- 
tervals, and returns more violently by fits. 


In painful ſpaſms opiates claim the firſt 
place, and ſhould be given in large and fre-

Hence, if a puru- 
lent or putreſcent fomes, in the habit, ſhould 
have given rife to the ſymptoms, they are to 
be removed or corrected by their particular 
antidotes: But, as the cauſe, by far the moſt 
frequent, depends upon obſtructed perſpira- 
tion, it becomes a matter of moment, in the 
cure of Fevers, to reſtore the exeretion, and 
expel the retained acrimonious humours, which 
had occaſioned the diſeaſe, Y 


For this purpoſe, eſpecially in the begin- 
ning of a febrile complaint, the preparations 
of ,antimony (fee No. 1. page 5.) exceed 
any remedy we are as yet acquainted with;
